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Ban prohibits substance usage on campus

Change is a good thing. This is why, as 
of Aug. 1,2010, Tyler Junior College is a 
completely smoke-free campus. 

The recommendation was presented 
to the Student and Faculty senates during 
the 2010 spring semester and after much 
deliberation, The Board of Trustees made 
the decision to ban all forms of smoking. 
This ban includes no smoking on all TJC 
campus grounds and in or around all fa¬ 
cilities. The E-Cigarette is prohibited as 
well. 

“Getting rid of smoking is a small 
thing, but it really gives a different im¬ 
pression of the campus,” said TJC Presi¬ 
dent Mike Metke. 

Making the campus smoke free is just 
a small step toward the schools effort to 
become more East Texas friendly. 

“We want to make sure this is a clean, 
safe and healthy environment,” said Vice 
President of Student Affairs Johnny 
Moore. 

To enforce this new code of conduct, 
no smoking signs have been placed around 
campus. The administration is hoping that 
students will respect each other and the 
rules and accept the change. They hope 
that not smoking will become natural 
and, therefore, there will be few problems 
with enforcing the change. The option of 
using designated smoking areas instead of 
a smoke-free campus was also discussed, 
but was turned down. Designated areas 
were already established in their own way, 
and the board was advised against making 
the decision to officially establish them. 

“We did a lot of research. Trin¬ 
ity Valley and some other colleges, who 
had already gone smoke free, came here 
and talked about their emeriences with 
smoke-free and tobacco-free campuses,” 
said Dr. Moore. 

All the participating colleges even 
ones who had designated smoking areas 
expressed that the best option was to go 


smoke free. 

Students and faculty who wish 
to quit smoking can attend cessation 
programs offered at the 
Campus Health Clinic. 

“Dr. Eisjink from our 
on-campus health clinic 
has also offered her help and 
expertise. She can write 
prescriptions for people 
who need help in deal- * 
ing with the symptoms 
ofwithdrawal from nico¬ 
tine addiction,” said Dr. 

Metke. 

There are two prescrip¬ 
tions that help with nicotine ad¬ 
diction and withdrawal, Zyban 
and Chantix. Zyban is a generic 
medicine that blocks nicotine 
receptors and was initially made to 
treat depression. 

“You start the medicine before you 
quit, so basically it helps you resist the 
urge to smoke, said Stephanie Eijsink, 
TJC s resident M.D. 

Dr. Eijsink said that psychological¬ 
ly, smokers wanting to quit should set a 
quit date” before beginning to quit and 
that support should be sought, whether 
it is from family, friends or a support 
group. 

Support groups are being offered 
every Monday from 4-4:30 p.m. and a 
repeat session from 4:30-5:30 p.m.Toni 
Dowdy Director of Social Services at 
the ETMC Behavioral Health Center 
and Program Coordinator for ETMC 
Employee Assistance Program, will be 
leading these sessions. Dowdy has had 
17 years of social work experience and 
is an expert in employee assistance as it 
relates to addiction and counseling.

Changes made on campus to further protect students

This summer Tyler Junior 
College began a campaign to 
make its campus more “East Tex¬ 
as Friendly.” 

This campaign includes many 
changes to the campus as well as 
policies and safety procedures. 
All these changes are in an effort 
to establish a safer and friendlier 
environment. 

“I’m really excited about the 
changes we are making. The stu¬ 
dents are going to thrive,” said 
TJC President Mike Metke. 

The biggest change to TJC’s 
safety procedures is that as of 
Aug. 23, 2010, all students, staff 
and faculty must wear their school 
identification cards on lanyards 
around their necks. 

“We aren’t trying to prevent 
visitors on campus, we are try¬ 
ing to make this an ideal place 
to study, learn and work,” said 
Vice President of Student Affairs 


Johnny Moore. 

Each student must get a TJC 
ID card and lanyard during their 
registration process. In order to be 
considered valid, each ID needs to 
have the current semester sticker 
placed on the back of the card. 
IDs and stickers can be acquired 
at the Campus Safety office. 

“The ID’s are going to tell us 
who is a part of the TJC family, 
and who is taking advantage of 
our campus’ openness,” said Dr. 
Metke. 

New digital security camer¬ 
as have also been added all over 
campus. There are now more than 
200 cameras in place. Some cam¬ 
eras, such as the ones on top of 
Rogers Student Center, are HD. 
The cameras will be monitored 
as much as possible and Campus 
Safety is having an area built in 
its office so that the displays will 
be up on the walls for easier view¬ 
ing. 

Bike patrols are being added 
to the list of security efforts and 


will begin the first week of school. 
David Harris and Jimmie Vickers, 
two Campus Safety officers, have 
already begun bike patrols for the 
few weeks leading up to the start 
of the fall semester. 

“Bike patrol will be contacting 
students on campus. They will be 
answering calls for service. They 
will be doing their normal patrol, 
but instead of being in a vehicle, 
they would be on the campus with 
close contact with the students, 
faculty and staff,” said Campus 
Safety Chief Randy Melton. 

Bushes have been cut down 
from nine feet tall to four feet 
tall, and some have even been re¬ 
placed with dwarf azaleas in or¬ 
der to increase visibility around 
campus. With better visibility, 
Campus Safety and students can 
see farther across campus. The 
security cameras are able to catch 
more and have a better view with 
the bushes out of their way.

Smoking ban improves campus and health 


Smoking on campus has 
been a hot topic lately. As of Aug. 
1, TJC will become a smoke-free 
campus. Students will no longer 
be able to smoke on campus or in 
their car if it is parked on campus. 

Some view smoking as an es¬ 
sential right that has been unfairly 
taken away due to the new ban. 
Others look at it as a good change 
that will enhance the quality of 
the TJC campus. 

There are many ingredients 
in cigarettes that make one won¬ 
der why anyone would even want 
to start smoking in the first place. 
There are numerous chemicals in 
tobacco. Over 50 of them have 
been labeled as carcinogens. Cya¬ 
nide has been used for years as a 
poison. Many have used this poi¬ 
son to commit suicide, including 


Adolf Hitler. 

Benzene is a chemical used in 
many products such as detergent. 
High levels of this can be deadly. 
So much so that the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices labeled it as a carcinogen. 

Formaldehyde has long been 
used to embalm corpses. Ammo¬ 
nia is used in fertilizer. 

Smoking is very harmful not 
just to the smoker but also to those 
around them. Last semester a re¬ 
porter witnessed smokers sitting 
right next to a door smoking even 
though the sign said to be at least 
10 feet from the door. This forced 
other students to inhale second¬ 
hand smoke as they entered the 
building. 

According to the American 
Cancer Society, 46,000 people 


die from heart disease and 3,400 
non-smoking adults die from lung 
cancer as a result of secondhand 
smoke. 

The campus is already begin¬ 
ning to look a lot cleaner as well. 
Last semester there were wooden 
benches and tables around cam¬ 
pus to sit on. In the past they have 
been called the “graffiti tables” and 
the “smoker tables.” Around these 
tables, many cigarette butts were 
discarded on a daily basis. This 
has become not only a problem 
at TJC but around the world. It is 
estimated that there are 1.3 billion 
smokers in the world. Imagine if 
every single one of them left one 
cigarette butt on the ground. That 
would be a lot of litter. 

Some smokers may want 
to address this issue so they can 


continue to smoke on the TJC 
campus. However, TJC is not the 
only place in the area that has 
become smoke-free. The City of 
Tyler passed a smoking ordinance 
in February 2008. This ordinance 
states that no smoking will be 
allowed in public places and/or 
workplaces such as restaurants and 
local businesses. 

There are over 400 colleges 
that have smoke-free policies; 
some of them include the Univer¬ 
sity of Oklahoma, the University 
of Texas at Arlington, and Indiana 
University. 

Being a smoke-free campus 
makes college a better place and 
lets the students know that the 
college actually cares about their 
health and their experience as 
they go to school.

There have been new flowers planted in 
front of Rogers and the benches have been 
turned into a flowerbed in order to increase 
the amount of traffic flow. They were also 
placed there to reduce the amount of damage 
done to sprinklers.

Ronda Shirley is beginning her first sea¬ 
son as the head coach of the Apache volleyball 
team. 

She previously coached at Hutchinson 
Community College in Hutchinson, Kansas. 
During her 13 years as head coach she set many 
school records for her coaching, as well as her 
team winning championships and players earn¬ 
ing awards. According to information provided, 
the HCC volleyball team won five Region VI 
championships, four Jayhawk West Champion¬ 
ships and placed in five tournaments within the 
last six years. 

Shirley was selected from a pool of 40-50 
applicants, according to TJC Athletic Director 
Tim Drain. 

“When we hire a new coach, we look for a 
few things. Have they been successful, had ju¬ 
nior college experience and are they a good fit 
for TJC? Ronda was a perfect fit,” said Drain. 
“She’s passionate about the game which is, in 
my opinion, a sign of a good coach. She’s very 
intense, gets a lot out of her girls and is a tireless 
recruiter.” 

Coach Shirley is also excited about the 
transition to TJC. 

“Having played against the TJC volley¬ 
ball team for several years, I knew there was a 
tremendous amount of local and statewide tal¬ 
ent. Dana Hatch, the former coach, laid a great 
foundation and reputation within the volleyball 


program, and I was excited for the possible op¬ 
portunity to continue that success and build 
upon it,” said Shirley 

The transition from Kansas to Texas has 
been smooth as well. 

“Of course, uprooting any family and relo¬ 
cating is a major adjustment, but I feel like they 
are enjoying the new atmosphere, the people of 
Tyler and the new adventure we all face,” said 
Shirley. 

Shirley is also looking forward to the Meet 
the Coach event. 

“I am anxious to meet people that have 
an interest in our sport and an interest in sup¬ 
porting the student athletes that are dedicating 
themselves to representing TJC Athletics,” said 
Shirley. 

Drain believes the event is beneficial be¬ 
cause Shirley will be introduced and everyone 
will know who she is. 

The volleyball team is focusing on growing 
this season and building a solid squad. 

“I expect to produce a team that represents 
class, quality and competitiveness,” said Shirley. 
“I also expect to see my team grow and learn 
with each new challenge and competition we 
face. If we do all of the above, we should also be 
able to produce some wins along the way.” 

According to Drain, this will be a great 
volleyball season. 

“It’s an exciting time for Region XIV volley¬ 
ball,” said Drain. “If we can compete in the con¬ 
ference with strength, then were going to be one 
of the teams to beat in the national tournament.” 


Tyler Junior College government profes¬ 
sor, Dr. Monoucher Khosrowshahi, received a 
prestigious Piper Award as a result of his out¬ 
standing scholarly achievement.

Dur¬ 
ing a TJC meeting with the Board of Trustees 
on Thursday, May 27, the award was presented 
to the government professor. TJC President, 
Dr. Mike Metke, gave the Piper award to Dr. 
Khosrowshahi. 

“Teaching is a privilege, and I am privi¬ 
leged to teach at Tyler Junior College,” said Dr. 
Khosrowshahi. 

More prestigious than the Piper Award is 
the notorious academic career of Dr. Khosrow¬ 
shahi. He has been teaching at TJC for more 
than 20 years, and his devotion to education led 
him to offer online courses since 1995.

Last year the city 
of Tyler awarded him with the Martin Luther 
King Jr. Award for Non-Violent Social Change. 
The National Institute for Staff and Organiza¬ 
tion Development (NISOD) has recognized Dr. 
Khosrowshahi eight times as a Master Teacher. 

Dr. Khosrowshahi is respected and ad¬ 
mired in Tyler Junior College and as a result he 
was selected

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New website proves interactive, informative and user friendly

After surveying students and 
staff, Tyler Junior College found that 
the overall consensus was the same. 
The TJC website, www.TJC.edu, 
was confusing and hard to navigate. 
As a result, a $70,000 redesign was 
launched in July with hopes to allevi¬ 
ate this problem. 

Work towards the school’s new 
website began during last year starting 
with choosing the design company 
that fit all of TJC’s requirements. 

“After many presentations, Bar¬ 
kley REI was chosen based on their 
design plan for the site,” said Fred Pe¬ 
ters Director of Marketing and Public 
Affairs at TJC 

Recruiting, a user friendly feel 


and a fresh look were the focuses 
when starting this project. 

“The college’s homepage was by 
far due for an update since the last 
shown design change was over a de¬ 
cade ago,” said Ryan Soward, a web 
developer in TJC’s IT department. 

The new site design demonstrates 
many changes, vivid colors, photogra¬ 
phy, interactive modules and a user 
friendly atmosphere. 

When first accessing the new 
website, visitors will see noticeable 
changes. Students, such as Luke, will 
appear across the top portion of the 
homepage with an interactive link 
that persuades the user to select this 
option and hear Luke’s story. 

“Luke represents TJC’s first of 
three promises, that being the promise 
of a quality education,” Soward said. 


As the page progresses, there will 
be at least three students to represent 
each promise. After clicking each stu¬ 
dent a flash video will be shown of his 
or her journey through the halls of 

TJC. 

Another useful feature is the 
quick links for students, faculty and 
staff at the top right-hand corner of 
the site. Also new is the ‘What’s Hap¬ 
pening’ section at the bottom, which 
will allow student groups, clubs and 
organizations, such as band and the¬ 
atre, to post upcoming events without 
going through an administrator. 

Despite the new look and updat¬ 
ed features, there are some adjustments 
that are still being addressed and will 
continue to change.
